The Ex plorations of Zebulon 
Montgomery Pik e 


The name of Zebulon Montgom­ 
ery Pik e, ex plorer, has been in­ 
separably link ed with the trans- 
Mississippi western 
frontier, 
of 
which Missouri forms a part. 
At 
the same time Lewis and Clark 
were crossing the northern Rock - 
i ies. Pik e, witn a company of twen- 
i ty men, was slowly 
mak ing 
his 
J way toward the 
headwaters 
of 
the Missisisppi. 
The y outhful ex - 
plorci was destined to 
complete 
! this undertak ing and be well on 
j his way into the 
southwest 
be- 
j fore the return of his two 
great 
contemporaries. 
Zebulon Montgomery Pik e was 
born at Lamberten, New Jersey , 
on January 5, 1779 , one hundred 
and six ty y ears ago 
this 
week . 
When only a lad of about fifteen 
y ears he entered the army and at i 
the age of twenty 
held 
a 
first 
lieutenant’s commission. 
The op­ 
portunity for distinctive 
service 
came six y ears later 
when 
the 
General James Wilk in­ 
son sent him to ex plore the head­ 
waters of the Missisippi, visit the 
Indian tribes in the region, and 
observe the activities of 
British 
fur and liquor traders. On August 
9 , 1805, with four months provi­ 
sions stored away in a 
seventy - 
foot k eelboat, he began the ardu­ 
ous trip to 
Lak e 
LaSang 
Sue, 
which he mistook for the source 
of the Mississippi. 
On April 30, 1806, Pik e return­ 
ed, having triumphantly 
demon­ 
strated his 
courage, 
endurance, 
and capacity for mak ing the most 
of limited resources, and he was 
soon dispatched on a wider 
and 
more significant undertak ing. On 
July 15 of the 
same 
y ear 
the 
twenty -seven y ear old lieutenant 
was sent to ex plore the southwest 
portion of the newly acquired ter­ 
ritory of Louisiana. 
First he was to conduct to their 
homes fifty -one Osage and Pawnee 
Indians, some of whom had been 
on a visit to 
Washington, 
while 
others had recently been rescued 
from the Pottawatomies. General 
Wilk inson considered the safe de­ 
livery of these wards of primary 
importance and the y oung 
com­ 
mander was 
instructed 
to 
use 
every precaution. 
After 
having 
safely returned the 
Indians, 
he 
was to undertak e the task of mak ­ 
ing a permanent peace between 


the tribes of the southwest and of 
establishing friendly relations with 
the powerful Comanchee nation. 
He was to ex plore the headwaters 
of the Ark ansas and Red 
rivers,

careful

and 
botanical observations. 
Pik e traveled up the 
Missouri, 
entered the Osage i iver on July

Bagnell Dam. 
In Vernon county 
the party left the Osage river and 
followed the little Osage, camping 
from August 18 to September 
1 
in Osage township, Vernon coun­ 
ty . a short distance east of the 
region made famous 
by 
John 
Brown’s raid 
into 
Missouri 
in 
1858. He ex plored the headwaters 
of the Ark ansas. 
In the midst of 
winter he crossed the Sangre do 
Cristo mountains and while camp­ 
ing upon a branch of 
the 
Rio 
Grande was captured 
by 
the 
Spaniards. 
Although m some sense a pris­ 
oner, Pik e found his stay in Mex ­ 
ico a pleasant one, for he was per­

gume adapted solely to the thin 
sand land which 
prevails 
over 
300.000 acres in the 
Mississippi 
and St. Francois River Valley of 
that section. 
Not a new crop in the vicinity , 
the early strain was found by M. 
W Pey ton of Mississippi County 
and T. E. White of Scott 
County 
three y ears ago. 
The 
long-ma­ 
turing crop had been tried since 
19 20, but had been more or less 
in discard because of the irreg­ 
ular ripening of the seed, which 
made it a speculation as to wheth­ 
er the crop would mature before 
frost. 
The two farmers found the 
early 
strain 
three 
y ears 
ago, 
recognized its value, and harvest­ 
ed the seed by hand to insure 
a 
future crop. 
Crotalaris is a member of the 
pea family , and produces a pretty 
bright y ellow bloom in 
season. 
The seed pods grow along the top 
branch some 9 inches in length, 
with the bottommost pods matur­ 
ing first. 
Because of the irreg­ 
ular maturing of the seed, 
harv­ 
esting alway s leaves enough seed 
on the ground to provide an ade­ 
quate volunteer crop each y ear. 
Only the absence of 
sufficient 
seed prevented a heavy acreage 
from being harvested 
in 
19 38, 
County Ex tension Agents 
R. Q. 
Brown of Mississippi County and 
F. B. Vetch Jr. of Scott

ton and Calgary sections of

“How to save these waterfowl 
from death from the severe cold, 
starvation and thirst is a prob­ 
lem ,” reports Thomas 
C.

tion program in the great Canad­ 
ian duck

Washington, Dec. 30.—The Uni­ 
versity of Missouri told the

preme Court today that its recent 
decision requiring the 
state

give equal educational advantages 
to white and Negro students had 
forced a “serious dilemma” upon 
states practicing “race separation.” 
This contention was 
advanced 
in a petition seeking reconsidera­ 
tion of the decision.

opinion, Missouri must either ad­ 
mit Lloyd L. Gaines, 
St. 
Louis 
Negro, to the University of Mis­ 
souri Law School or provide equal 
advantages at a Negro school. 
The university’s 
petition 
said 
the Supreme Court ruling 
would 
require six other states “either to 
admit Negroes to sit with white 
boys and girls in their state uni­ 
versities or 
to 
build 
separate 
Negro universities 
within

borders to take care of any

28.—The 
accidental discovery of an early 
strain 
of 
crotalaria 
spectabali* 
may furnish farmers of Southeast 
Missouri with a soil building le­ 
gume adapted solely to the thin 
sand land which 
prevails 
over 
300.000 acres in the 
Mississippi 
and St. Francois River Valley of 
that section. 
Not a new crop in the vicinity, 
the early strain was found by M. 
W 
Peyton of Mississippi County 
and T. E. White of Scott 
County 
three years ago. 
The 
long-ma­ 
turing crop had been tried since 
1920, but had been more or less 
in discard because of the irreg­ 
ular ripening of the seed, which 
made it a speculation as to wheth­ 
er the crop would mature before 
frost. 
The two farmers found the 
early 
strain 
three 
years 
ago, 
recognized its value, and harvest­ 
ed the seed by hand to insure 
a 
future crop. 
Crotalaris is a member of the 
pea family, and produces a pretty 
bright yellow bloom in 
season. 
The seed pods grow along the top 
branch some 9 inches in length, 
with the bottommost pods matur­ 
ing first. 
Because of the irreg­ 
ular maturing of the seed, 
harv­ 
esting always leaves enough seed 


j on the ground to provide an ade­ 
quate volunteer crop each year. 
Only the absence of 
sufficient 
seed prevented a heavy acreage 
from being harvested 
in 
1938, 
County Extension Agents 
R. Q. 
Brown of Mississippi County and 
F. B Vetch Jr. of Scott 
County 
reported. 
Nonetheless, 1000 acres 
were planted to the crop, and in 
Scott County 250 acres returned 
30.000 pounds of seed, which earn­ 
ed $4500 for the growers. 
Crotalaria makes its best growth 
on thin land, and is poorly adapt- 
i ed to any soil except that of the 
i southeast section. 
Unsuited 
for 
feeding purposes, its sole value lies 
in providing an adequate “green 
manue’’ for the thin land, which 
is so difficult to 
fertilize. 
Not 
only does it add nitrogen, but also 
adequate humus, so badly needed 
on the sandy soil 
which 
blows 
badly during 
the 
dry 
summer 
months. 
It has been learned that 
for bt\st fertilization results, the 
crotalaria should be turned under 
before maturing. 
But farmers In Southeast Mis­ 
souri found yields 
stepped 
up 
heavily after turning 
under 
the 
rank legume. 
One farmer 
in­ 
creased wheat production by 
47 
per cent; another found the corn 
yield where cowpeas and crotal 
aria hod been turned under was 
212 per cent greater on that por­ 
tion o f the field where crotalaria 
had been planted. 
Frequent re 
ports have been received 
from 
cotton farmers stating that yields 


of cotton were increased from 100 1 
pounds to a bale per acre. 
Crotalaria will fit nicely 
into 
the double-cropping program 
of 
Southeast Missouri, 
field 
crops 
specialists of the Missouri 
Col­ 
lege of Agriculture pointed 
out 
here today. 
Elsewhere 
in 
the 
state double-cropping is practiced 
with lespedeza and small grains, 
but a suitable legume had 
been 
lacking on the thin 
land. 
The 
summer crotalaria crop 
can 
be 
turned 
under 
before 
planting 
small grains in the fall, 
and 
a 
volunteer legume will cover the 
fields during the following 
sum­ 
mer when the grain crop is har­ 
vested. 
Practices such as used 
in Alabama and Florida, 
where 
crotalaria is matured in the fall 
and turned under before planting 
cotton, will 
work 
equally 
well 
with corn or cotton in Southeast 
Missouri. 
In every case the vol­ 
unteer crop will be on hand dur­ 
ing the following year. 
The 
crotalaria 
seed, 
usually 
harvested by hand, now’ can 
bo 
harvested by combine, but to get 
the best seed it is recommended 
that it be “blown” in the 
field 


immediately after removal 
from 
the combine to eliminate the wet 
or immature seed. 
Because of the 
irregular maturing of the seed, it 
never is possible to 
secure 
the 
ultimate harvest of seed, but as a 
result shattering takes place to a 
large enough extent to 
seed 
the 
field for a volunteer crop a year 
a ter.

tion program in the great Canad­ 
ian duck

M atthew S .Murray, State Ad­ 
m inistrator, 
explains 
that 
the 
num ber of jobs undertaken by the 
Missouri WPA does not coincide 
exactly with the 6,656

and then renewed, thus requiring 
a new “write up,” some WPA jobs 
have had more than one project 
num ber.

The spray delays the blossom­ 
ing a week or more. It has work­ 
ed with peach, plum and cherry 
trees, which Dr. Guthrie said tend 
to blossom too early in spring. 
The same chemical, he said will 
retard sprouting of potatoes

that storage is easier.
